Leading proponents 
of the bill, who hitherto had 
spoken favorably of adopting some 
compromise amendment of this 
sort, suddenly closed ranks in op- 
position.

Friends of Clara Savage Littledale yes- 
terday were receiving duplicated copies of 
her own account of the tragic air liner 
crash near Morrow which killed eight per- 
sons and sent her husband and herself to 
Atlanta hospitals. 

She dictated the story—from the time 
the plane left New York until it crashed— 
as she lay in Crawford W. Long hospital, 
recuperating from injuries received in the 
wreck.

Marjoribanks, Consul at 
Jacksonville, Pays Visit 
to AiJanta. 


“France must come bactlt into 
the war if she’s to have any share 
in the peace.” 

That’s the opinion of His Maj- 
esty’s Jackscnville onsul, James 
A. Marjoribanks, a tall, lear: Scots- 
man, who, with Mrs. Marjori- 
banks, was visiting in Atlanta 
yesterday. 

“If not Contihental France, cer- 
tainly the French colonies must 
resume the struggle,” Marjori- 
banks added. 

Only 29 years old, Marjoribanks 
is the baby of the entire British 
consular service, though he is a 
veteran of six and a half years’ 
experience in diplomatic work. 
As vice consul in Marseilles, he 
saw the fall of France and then 
escaped to Englanu abroad a 
tramp freighter. 

“We had no convoy and were 
afraid we might be torpedoed by 
Italian ships,” he says of his ex- 
periences. 

The Italians did sight the little 
convoy of freighters, says the con- 
sul. As usual, however, he add- 
ed, “their aim was bad.” 

Of the outcome of th ar, like 
most Englishmen, he’s certain. 

“There’s no question. of who 
will win. We know we've got to 
fight on until Britain is victorious. 

“In the unlikely event that the 
Germans successfully invade Eng- 
land, then we’ll fight on from 
wherever we are.” 

There’s a definite possibility of 
a German invasion of the British 
Isles, he believes, which, he says, 
is what many Englishmen want. 

“We feel that should end it all 
quickly.” ‘

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The Greater Risk. 

Statistics on traffic accidents for the entire 
country during 1940 have just been published 
by the Travelers’ Insurance Company. Utmost 
care has been taken that these reports are ac- 
curate, each item having been subject to re- 
peated check and recheck. They are accepted, 
generally, as the most reliable of all on this 
subject. 

It is interesting to note that, of the 35,000 
persons killed in traffic accidents last year, pe- 
destrians outnumbered those in any other 
group. Pedestrians met death on the highways 
to the number of 12,000. In the classification 
of injured, however, pedestrians take second 
place. Those injured in collisions between two 
automobiles far outnumber the injured from 
any other cause. 

The high proportion of pedestrian deaths, 
however, indicates that there is a responsibility 
for the reduction of accidents upon the man 
or woman who walks at least as serious as 
upon those who drive. If pedestrians would 
exercise greater care there is no doubt that the 
highway death toll—which was considerably 
larger in 1940 than in either of the two preced- 
ing years—would be drastically reduced. 

A breakdown of the pedestrian deaths re- 
veals still more strongly how walkers are to 
blame. The largest group in the 12,000 fatali- 
ties consists of those who were struck while 
crossing the street in the middle of the block, 
between intersections. This is always a dan- 
gerousS practice and one which is simple and 
easy to avoid. It is a habit that took the lives 
of 3,950 persons in 1940. The next largest 
group consists of those walking on rural high- 
ways. Deaths in this category totaled 2,270. 
There are simple rules for the highway hikers 
which, if universally observed, would cut this 
toll ’way down. Always walk as far ové® on 
the shoulder, away from the roadway, as pos- 
sible. Walk on your left side of the road, so 
as to face cars coming headon toward you. 
The driver coming from your rear is then on 
the far side of the road. Wear something 
white, or carry a white object, such as a news- 
paper, at night so that you will be easily dis- 
cernible in the glare of the headlights. 

Some of the other bad habits which brought 
death to pedestrians included crossing intersec- 
tions against the red light, crossing diagonally, 
children playing in the street, riding or “hitch- 
ing on” a moving vehicle, coming from behind 
a parked car. 

And, for auto drivers, it should be noted 
that the leading cause of accidents resulting 
in deaths and injuries was exceeding the speed 
limit. Next in order of tragedy came driving 
on the wrong side of the road, reckless driving, 
“did not have the right of way,” and driving 
off the roadway. 

The lessons of safety in traffic for both 
pedestrians and drivers are simple and should 
be learned, and observed, by all. Until they 
are, the toll of highway death, as it did in 
1940, will continue to mount.

In the same newspaper an irate farmer 
protested that the cost of onion seed had gone 
up four times and more and argued that, in 
view of the shortage of fresh supplies from 
out-of-England sources, this was nothing less 
than ridiculous.

Act of a Coward 

If charges made by Representative Marvin 
Allison, of Gwinnett county, in a house reso- 
lution demanding investigation, are true there 
can be no question that the Newton county 
prison camp must quickly have a new warden. 

Representative Allison charges that, while 
he and other legislators were visiting the 
state prison at Tattnall last week, a Negro 
prisoner with both his feet frozen was found 
in the hospital. Questioning brought out the 
story that this man had been an inmate of 
the Newton county camp, that he had been 
confined to the “dog house” or “hole” from a 
Monday morning to the following Saturday 
night, during the coldest weather of January, 
without heat or sufficient clothing and with 
only bread and water for food. The Negro’s 
offense was described as a minor charge of 
disobedience. He had been carried to Tattnall 
for treatment of his frozen feet. 

However, the camp physician, Dr. 9. L. 
Waits, who is also mayor of Covington and a 
prominent doctor there, later denied the truth 
of the Negro’s story, asserting that the man 
tortured himself by rubbing turpentine and 
kerosene on his feet until gangrene developed, 
in an effort to escape work. 

But, if the Negro’s story is only partially 
true, it can only be said that the warden or 
guard who inflicts inhuman punishment is 
guilty of the act of a rank coward. For it is 
only the coward who stoops to torture of the 
helpless, those who can make no protest and 
appeal to no source of protection. There is 
also a question as to the severity of labor 
which | would impel any man to such self- 
torture. 

It matters not how vicious criminals may 
be, when they are given over to the charge 
of prison officials, they should at least be in 
no danger of undergoing tortures remindful] 
of the worst reports of the Tcheka or the 
Gestapo. 

Full investigation of the Allison charges 
must be made and, if they are verified, suit- 
able punishment must be meted out’ to the 
man guilty of such cowardice and cruelty.

Chicken Sleuths 


From saving lives to saving chickens ap- 
parently is to be the fate of the Georgia High- 
way Patrol. The disclosure accentuates earlier 
intimations that the patrol would not be the 
organization it once was if politics—whether 
of one faction or another—ever entered the 
operation of the department. 

As a matter of fact, there should be some 
question of the patrol organization of chicken- 
and-cattle-thief squads, as disclosed in a re- 
cent news story. In the first place, this form 
of crime detection is peculiarly the province 
of the sheriffs of the various counties and the 
policemen of divers cities. In the second place, 
officers of the Highway Patrol under the law 
creating the organization, can enter the in- 
vestigation of a crime other than on the high- 
ways only upon invitation of the sheriff or 
other police officer involved. This specific 
safeguard against indiscriminate and over- 
lapping activity was written into the law to 
prevent state usurpation of county and city 
rights. It may be questioned whether or 
not this disclosure of chicken-hunting, pica- 
yunish though it may seem today, does not 
indicate a breakdown in this safeguard. 

The Highway. Patrol was created as a 
traffic control organization and for the pro- 
tection of human lives on the highway. The 
funds by which it operates are obtained from 
drivers of the state in license fees. There is 
no reason why it should be diverted to other 
uses unless specifically requested for enforce- 
ment or investigation of local crime. 


Georgia Editors Say: 


‘ BOOTLEGGER SHOULD NOT BE ENTHRONED. 


(From The Columbus Enquirer) 
There is pending before the legislature of 
Georgia, a bill which, if passed, would enthrone 
once more the bootlegger—one of the worst of all 


law breakers. 

If the enactment of a prohibition law would 
assure the termination—or even the control—of 
the drinking of intoxicating beverages in Georgia, 
the people of the state would doubtless receive 
great benefit therefrom. But a prohibition act 
does not prohibit. We learned that during the 
late “prohibition” era. 

There «now exists in Georgia a law which 
allows the counties to vote on the issue of whether 
intoxicating beverages may be sold. Muscogee 
allows the sale. Conditions certainly are not as 
they should be, but we fear that the repeal of the 
present law would have the effect of making them 
much more serious. 

Especially would the liquor problem become 
much more complicated here than it is at present 
if Georgia should have a “bone-dry” law. Ala- 
bama, just across the river from Columbus, allows 
the' legal sale of liquor. Not only would Georgia 
lose much in revenue, but it is hard to see how 
drinking conditions in this state would be im- 
proved—especially along the border. That they 
would become much worse is a strong probability. 

We dare say the potential bootleeger would 
welcome the return of “prohibition” to Georgia.

|. THE CAPITAL PARADE

FIRST THINGS FIRST WASHINGTON, D. C:, March 5.—The 


widespread preparations for a grand 
row over the status of dollar-a-year men in the government are a 
prime example of the tragic failure to put first things first in Wash- 
ington. Half a dozen great problems, from the fundamental organi- 
zation of defense production to the removal of the machine tool 
bottleneck, still await solution. But these problems are hardly 
discussed, while the status of dollar-a-year men, by now a pretty 
academic question, begins to preoecupy all minds. 

As yet the row is only a cloud on the horizon, no bigger than a 
man’s hand. Oddly enough, the sign of trouble ahead was given in 
John Lord O’Brian’s shake-up of the Office of Production Manage- 
ment’s legal staff—in itself a much-needed step. 


SHAKE-UP OF LAWYERS Shortly after his appointment as 

OPM general counsel, O’Brian 
came to Washington and had a talk with Attorney General Robert 
H. Jackson. In this talk, he laid down two principles: That his 
staff should be the only lawyers in the OPM, and that they should 
work for him and for no one else. At that time William S. Knud- 
sen, Sidney Hillman and several other leading OPM officials each 
had their own counsel, who fought tigerishly with one another on 
behalf of their chiefs, even when their chiefs agreed. Further- 
more, there were some OPM lawyers whose continuing connection 
with large private law firms created embarrassing conflicts of 
interest. O’Brian’s sensible principles were intended to remove 
these difficulties. 

Jackson heartily assented, and O’Brian then proceeded to ap- 
point his staff-as he wished. He chose 12 able young lawyers. 
He included Frederick Eaton, formerly Knudsen’s counsel and the 
target of many New Deal attacks, on the ground that his legal 
work was brilliant. He took the position, however, that no mem- 
ber of his staff except himself was to pass on questions of policy. 
He himself became personal counsel to Knudsen and Hillman, thus 
putting out of harm’s way Hillman’s former counsel, Maxwell 
Brandwen, a figure quite as controversial as Eaton. And he as- 
Signed good men as counsel to each of the OPM’s three main divi- 
sions, priorities, purchasing and production. 

So far all was serene. The signs of trouble ahead arose not 
from what O’Brian did, but from the interpretation put upon it. 
The New Dealers have long complained not only of OPM lawyers 
who still retain memberships in private firms, but also of OPM 
businessmen who still collect salaries, or retain positions in private 
companies. 
businessmen than for the lawyers. Accordingly, the New Dealers 
welcomed O’Brian’s decision to require his staff to resign from 
private firms as a splendid entering wedge. They now hope it 
will tend to establish the much broader principle that govern- 
ment employment of dollar a year men is a mistake in all cases. 
The OPM businessmen, no less alert than the New Dealers, im- 
mediately recognized the impending aggression. They are now 
busy worrying about how to ward off the attack. 


PROBABLE OUTCOME As an example of the immediate 


results of this situation, there is 
the matter of appointing a successor to Averell Harriman in the 
OPM raw materials division. The businessmen have settled on an 
extremely competent candidate for the job, but since he has great 
interests he cannot wholly sacrifice, they are hesitating to present 
his name to the President for fear of an anti-dollar a year man 
outcry. As the situation develops, more and more time is bound 
to be wasted in similar ways. 

As for the eventual outcome of the struggle, that is not diffi- 
cult to foresee. The wise businessmen in the OPM, like William 
Batt, deputy chief of the production division, and Donald Nel- 
son, chief of the purchasing division, have already mulled the mat- 
ter over among themselves. Some of them, like Batt, have by 
now resigned all their directorships, keeping only their jobs in 
their own companies. These, they feel, they cannot resign, since 
resignation might mean the end of their business careers. 

The businessmen are both practically and politically essential 
to the defense effort. They are not the only dollar-a-year men in 
the OPM; Sidney Hillman, for example, receives a large salary from 
his labor union, which he is not likely to agree to give up. It-i1s 
perfectly inconceivable that the President will forcibly eject from 
the OPM both Hillman and the businessmen. Thus, in the end, 
after much energy and many hours have been consumed, the row 
will probably produce no more than a rule calling on OPM officials 
to list all their business connections for the public record.

JUST A PERFECT FRIENDSHIP In that rather ribald play, 
“Dubarry Was a Lady,” 


there is a song called “Perfect Friendship.” Its lines go something 
like this: 

“If they shoot you in the brain, 

I'll complain; 

If they put you in jail, 

I’ll use the mail; — 

Friendship, friendship, just a perfect friendship—” 

_I thought of those lines on reading that Germany offered its 
kind offices to the Turks to prevent them falling victims to the 
“historic designs of Russia.” 

The perfect friendship between Joe Stalin and Adolf Hitler is 
no more perfect than that pictured in the song from the show, 
“Dubarry Was a Lady.” 

It really is too bad that Russia was purged white by Joe Stalin 
as he got rid of all the executives and all the officers who might 
have had any Trotsky leanings. This left Russia about impotent 
in planes, but more especially in production.. The Russian 
army, all the observers believe, would be excellent in artillery 
and in infantry, but they believe its production would break down 
as the necessity of producing new planes and tanks followed in- 
evitably on the heels of losses in combat. 

If it weren’t for that fact, it is entirely possible that Russia 
now would be in the fight. The Russians never liked the Germans, 
They don’t now. Hitler and Stalin do not trust one andther. I do 
not see how Russia can fight, but she may be able to lend some 
little assistance to Turkey. Even this I doubt. 


*“SCUM OF THE EARTH” 
referred to the Russian rulers as 


“Scum of the Earth.” He still means it. 

It was this book, plus the fact Hitler came to power on opposition 
to Communism, which led England into the error of arming Ger- 
many and assisting Hitler to become a power in Central Europe. 

It was the infamous agreement of August 23, 1939, which startled 
that part of the world which still could be startled. It indicated 
that Stalin and Hitler realistically had set out on a joint campaign 
for world domination. 

This now seems to have been a: somewhat hasty interpretation. 

ae each did, in effect, waS to take out a mutual insurance 
policy. 

Hitler wanted to avoid the fatal error of the Kaiser’s campaign, 
a war on two fronts. Had the Kaiser not been obliged to call off 
two divisions from the drive on Paris and set them against the Rus- 
sians, he would have gone on into Paris in about the same time as 
did Hitler’s “Blitzkrieg” legions. To avoid this error, Hitler was 
willing to embrace “the scum of the earth.” 

Hitler could not have liked what happened. His insurance was 
not at all cheap. When Hitler conquered Poland, the Russians 
moved in and took the eastern half of that unhappy country. 

Stalin fought a war with Finland to improve his chances of pro- 
tecting his capital from the enlarging Reich. He then took over 
Latvia,.Estonia and Lithuania. This was perhaps his smartest move, 
as concerns his checker game with Germany. He prevented Ger- 
many from taking these countries which are at his very doorstep. 

Stalin figured out that Rumania was next. He took Bessarabia, 
Hitler cannot have expected this. Bessarabia is there close by 
Rumania. It protects the Ukraine, the richest section of Russia, 


which Hitler swore, in ‘““Mein Kampf,” he’d have. 
“RBEAUTIFUL FRIENDSHIP” If only Russia were able to 
conduct a major campaign we 


might see some fun and some very fine meting out of long-delayed 
justice to both Russia and Germany. 

Some of the writers, lately back from Europe, point out that the 
first open break really came when Hitler gave to Hungary twoe- 
thirds of Transylvania, taking this territory away from Rumania, 
This was Hitler’s method of answering Russia’s grab of Bessarabia, 

Reports have it that Hitler greatly has increased his army along 
the Russian borders. He plans to keep Russia, whose strength he 
must know, from any more “occupation grabs’; and also hopes to 
keep Russia out of the Bulgarian maneuver. | 

This he seems to have done. Russia has denounced the seizure 
of Bulgaria but has done nothing about it. Russia has spoken kindly 
to the Turks, but done nothing. (“If they shoot you in the brain, 
I’ll complain.”’) 

It is difficult to escape the belief that already the Russian and 
German interests are more in conflict than at any time since the 
infamous agreement of 1939. 

Unhappily, it also is impossible to escape the belief that Stalin 
cannot really fight a major war; that he can only play his cards to 
keep out an invasion. 

Stalin hopes, of course, that all European nations will exhaust 
themselves; that the people will be sick of all government and that 
the Russian government, unweakened, may step in and reap the 
harvest of war and bitterness. 

He would like to use his guns. He is afraid to. So, he must try 
to keep out invasion and must seek to use what influence he can to 
retard Germany. 

It may be that destiny will touch off the spark which will set 
German Nazis to killing Russian Communists, a consummation de- 
voutly to be wished.

If any hand-picked youth now in camp thinks his lot is hard, 
let him thank his gods that he was not among the poor creatures 
in “Out Our Way” who were “born thirty years too soon.” 

Back thirty years or so, the romantic boy who yearned for 
adventure was apt to enlist in the cavalry and ask for service in 
the Orient. 

When he and several hundred more rookies arrived at some 
camp in the Philippines, the toughest and meanest-sounding of- 
ficer in the regiment wag given the job of breaking them in. This 
included drilling them soot till the soft ones fainted with “a touch 
of the sun,” and drilling them mounted on a hard McClellan 
saddle with the stirrups crossed in front of the pommel, until 
their tender fundaments chafed and bled and hardened into cal- 
louses, 

Making them into soldiers included breaking their spirits. And 
when a romantic boy had been treated like the lowest form of 
animal life for some months, he was either broken to servile and 
blind obedience or he hated every man in leather puttees. 

The boy, if typically American, had always considered hime 
self as good as anybody. But he soon learned that officers were 
gentlemen, by virtue of West Point and Act of Congress, while 
enlisted men were mere men. Between the two was a social gulf 
as wide and deep as that between a rich plantation owner and a 
colored field hand in Alabama. 

The boy’s comrades were other romantic boys; fellows who had 
run away from something; plain bums and failures. Most of the 
sergeants and corporals were Germans, trained in the old country, 
for only these loved discipline for its own sake and liked the 
caste system. 

The boy saluted an officer wherever he saw one, or was barked 
at loudly and profanely till he turned white. He couldn’t speak 
to an officer without asking permission of the top-sergeant. He 
learned that a private, accused of any offense, was guilty until 
proved innocent—which seldom if ever happened.

SEATTLE, March 5.—(4)—The 
first blackout test in a major 
American city will halt night life 
in this community of nearly 400,- 
000 for 15 minutes Friday. 


Defense committee leaders, who 
have spent weeks in perfecting 
plans, predicted confidently that 
hardly a light would be visible 
when the Army and Navy planes 
soar over the approximately 105 
square miles of the city’s limits. 

Frank R. Cadman, blackout 
chairman, has assembled more 
than 4,000 volunteer air raid 
wardens for duty, in addition to 
3,500 civilians who will assist po- 
lice and fire departments. 

The warning signal will be 
sounded by factory whistles and 
sirens over every broadcasting 
station in the city, 10 minutes be- 
fore blackout time.

Old Stuff ST. AUGUSTINE, Fla., March 5.—All 
right. This is the Ancient City, and all 

that. But maybe, after all, there is nothing new under the sun. 
In 1895, Edward W. Bok wrote an editorial in the Ladies’ 
Home Journal, November issue. And his subject was foot- 
ball and the trends which the game was taking in the colleges. 


Bok wrote of hiring “‘neutral fields’? and he wrote 
also of gambling. Back before the turn of the cen- 
tury, it seems, this gentleman had an inkling of the 
game becoming ‘“‘overemphasized.”’ 


Here is what Bok wrote back in 1895, in suggesting how 
the game might be aided: 

‘‘The game of football must be modified; it is too 
good a game to be lost, since its excellencies are 
many. But present deformities must be remedied be- 
fore well-bred women can continue to patronize the 
game. The woman with self-respect must let the 
years pass without attendance at football games.” 


I still think, in passing, of the statement made by Mike 
Conner, commissioner of the Southeastern Conference. 

After due deliberation, the former governor of Missis- 
Sippi said: 

“Football in the colleges is undervalued, rather 
than overemphasized.” 

And he went on to point out how deserving boys from 
middle-class families are able to get an education through 
football. 

There is not much in the way of argument against this. 

Recently an idea was advanced to divide 
Great Plan the Southeastern Conference in basket- 
ball into northern and southern halves and to let the winners 
meet in a single game for the championship. 

The idea was broached as a substitute for the 
annual conference tournament. It is, without ques- 
tion, the only sensible thing to do. 

For some years now members of the conference have 
been playing a schedule of games which amounted only to 
warm-ups for the tournament. 

One team might play a most representative schedule and 
come through with a great record but lose out in one or two 
tournament games. 

The point is a regular schedule of games means 
nothing. It is a lot like the system used in the Texas 
League in baseball. 

Out in the wide open spaces, a team which finishes first 
over a period of 154 games and five months has to engage 
in a short play-off to decide who wins the pennant. 

So why have a regular season? 

It is to be hoped the north-south plan goes through in 
Southeastern Conference basketball. 

Certainly it will add a lot of interest to the game.
